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INTRODUCTION. 


THE  great  obje6i:  in  view  from 
ihefe  regulations,  is  to  cllab- 
Jifli  one  general  and  jufl  fyftem  of 
movement,  which  di reeling  and  go- 
verning the  operations  of  great,  as 
well  as  of  fmall  bodies  of  troops,  is 
to  be  rigidly  conformed  to,  and  prac- 
tifed  by  ev^ery  regiment  in  His 
Majesty's  fervice — The  import- 
ant purpofes  of  this  fyftem  are  to 
reconcile  celerity  with  order ; — to 
prevent  hurry,  which  muft  always 
produce  confufion,  lofs  cf  time, 
unfteadinefs,  irrelolution,  inatten- 
tion to  command,  &c.  —  to  en- 
fure  precifion,  and  corre<5tnefs,  by 
which    alone    great    bodies    will    be

To  attain  thefe  eflentinl  ends,  no 
extraordinary  alterations  will  be  re- 
qiiiicd;  nor  any  thing  farther  en- 
ji^iiied  tlinii  a  ftrict  obfervance  of 
thf  nil  s  hereafter  1  lid  down,  and  a 
dcrclivflion  of  luch  prad:ices  as  would 
counteract  ihciii. 

Thele  rules  will  be  found  few, 
fimj  le,  and  adapted  to  the  under-  * 
{landing,  and  comprthenfion,  of 
every  individual, — but  they  will  re- 
quire pi  rtedH:  attention  in  all  rariks  ; 
— In  the  foldier,  an  equal  atid  evi- 
denced mirch,  acquired  and  con- 
firmed by  habit,  indt pendent  of 
mufic,  or  found : — In  the  officer, 
preci(i()n,  and  energy  of  command  ; 
the   prekrvaliou    of   juft    dilbiices ;

on  given  points  of  nwrch,  and  for- 
mation : — Thefe  circumftances,  to 
gether  with  the  united  exertions  of 
all,  will  foon  attain  that  precifion  of 
movement,  which  is  fo  eflential,  and 
without  which,  valour  alone  will 
not  avail.

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Instruction  of  the  Recruit. 
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THE  feveral  heads  of  inftruftion  for 
recruits  are  to  be  attended  to,  and 
followed,  in  the  manner  and  older  here 
fet  forth.  It  requires  in  the  inftiudtors 
to  whom  this  duty  is  inrrufted,  and 
who  are  to  be  anfwerable  for  the  execu- 
tion of  it,  the  mod  unremitting  perfe- 
verance,  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the 
part  each  has  to  teach,  and  a  clear  and 
concife  manner  of  conveying  his  inft ruc- 
tions;

tions ;  but  with 
command  from  men  a  peifecft  atctntion 
to  the  dircAions  he  is  g'ving  them.. — 
He  mnft  allow  for  the  weak  capacity  of 
the  recruit  J  be  patient,  not  rigouioi^', 
where  endeavour  and  good-will  are  evi- 
dently not  wanting :  quicknefs  is  not  at 
fiid  to  be  required,  it  is  the  refult  of 
n^uch  pradlice.  If  officers  and  inftruc- 
tors  are  not  Ciitically  ex^dt  in  their  own 
commands,  and  in  obfcrving  the  exe- 
cution of  jvh"t  is  required  from  others, 
fi  'venlinefs  mud  take  plice,  labour  be 
intffidbual,  and  the  end  propofed  will 
neve;  be  attained. 

1  he  recruit  m.ufl  be  carried  on  pro- 
grt  fTively  -,  he  fliould  comprehend  one 
thng  before  he  proceeds  to  another.— 
In  the  fiifl  circumdances  of  pofition ; 
firelock,  fingers,  elbov/s,  &c.  are 
to  be  judly  placed  by  »he  in(lru(5lor; 
vhen  recruits  are  more  advanced,  they 
ill-  u Id  not  be  touched  ;  but  from  the 
eximple  fhown,  cind  the  directions  pie- 
fcribed,  be  taught  to  correiR:  ihemfeives 
when  fo  admoniihed.  Recruits  Ihould 
not  be  kept  too  long  at  any  particular 
part  of  their  exercife,  fo  as  to  fatigue 
or  make  them  uncafy ;  and  marching 
witliouc  arms  fliouid  be  much  inter- 
mixed 
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inixed  with  the  firelock  inftru(ftions.— 
Fife,  or  mufic,  muft  on  no  account  be 
\i{cd  ;  but  the  recruit  is  to  be  con- 
firmed bv  habit  alone  in  that  cadence 
of  flep  which  he  is  afterwards  to  maintain 
in  his  march  to  .the  enemy,  in  fpite  of 
every  variety  of  ndife  and  circumilance, 
that   may  tend  to  derange  him. 

In  the  manner  hereafter  prefciibed, 
muft  each  recruit  be  trained  fingly, 
and  in  fquad ;  nor  until  he  is  fteadied 
in  thefe,  and  in  other  points  of  his  duty, 
is  he  to  be  allowed  to  join  the  battalion  ; 
for,  one  aukward  m.an,  imperfc6t  in  his 
march,  or  whofe  perfon  is  diftorted, 
will  derange  his  divifi(jn,  and  of  couife 
operate  on  the  battalion  and  line,  in  a 
ftill  mors  confequential  manner. — Every 
foldier  on  his  return  from  long  ab- 
fence,  muft  be  tedrilled  before  he  is  per- 
mitted to  a£l  in  the  ranks  of  his  com- 
pany. 

Remarks  upon  the  necefllry,  utility, 
or  application,  of  what  is  hereafter  pre- 
fcribed,  are  as  much  as  polTible  avoided 
in  the  firft  and  fccond  parts :  fuch  re- 
marks properly  belong  to  the  thid,  or 
battalion  part,  with  the  principles  of 
whofe  movements  it  muft  be  fuppofed  an 
inftrudor  is  fu/Ticienrly  acquainted.

THE  equal  fquarene^s  of  the  fhoul- 
ders  and  body  to  the  front  is  the 
fii  It  and  great  principle  of  the  pofition  o^ 
a  foldief. — The  heels  mufl  be  in  a  line, 
and  clofed. — The  knees  (Iraight,  without 
ftiffnefs. — The  toes  a  litrtle  turned  out, 
fo  that  the  feet  may  form  an  angle  of 
about  60  degrees. — Let  the  arms  hang 
near  the  body,  but  not  (11  fF,  the  flat 
part'  of  the  hand  and  little  finger  touch- 
mg  the  thigh  i  the  thumbs  as  far  back 
4S  the  feams  of  the  breeches  j — the 
♦'  I  ,  elbows 
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elbows  and  (houlders  to  be  kept  back  ;— 
the  belly  rather  drawn  in,  and  the  bieaft 
advanced,  but  without  conftraint  j— 
the  body  upright,  but  inclining  forward, 
fo  that  the  weight  of  it  principally  bears 
on  the  fore  part  of  the  feet  i— the  head 
to  be  ereft,  and  neither  turned  to  the 
riofht  nor   left.  ;     ;     . 

The  pofition  in  which  a  foldier  fhould 
move,  determines  that  in  which  he  fhould 
ftand  ftill. — Too  many  methods  cannot 
be  ufed  to  fupple  the  recruit,  and  banifh 
the  air  of  the  ruftic. — But  that  excefs 
of  fetting  up,  which  ftifFens  the  peffon, 
and  tends  to  throw  the  body  backward 
inllead  of  forwaru,  is  contrary  to  every 
true  principle  of  movement,  and  muft 
therefore  be  moH  carefully  avoided. 

The  words  on  the  margin,  which  are 
printed  in  Italics^  are  the  words  of  com- 
mand to  be  given  by  the  inftruftor. 
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Standing  at  Eafe. 


ON  the   words  ,S/^«^  at  Eafe,  the  right 
foot  is  to  be  drawn  back  about  fix

When  {landing  at  eafe  for  any  confi- 
derable  tinne  in  cold  weather,  the  men 
may  be  permitted,  by  command,  to 
move  their  limbs ;  but  without  quitting 
their  f^round,  fo  that  upon  the  word 
Aum:inni  no  one  fliall  liave  materially 
loll  his  dielfirg  in  the  line.

Eyes  to  the   Right. 

ON    the    words,     Eyes    to    the    RfghtyEyfs 
glance  the    eyes  to  the   right,  with%^^'* 
the  flighceft  turn  pofTible  of  the  Head. — 
^    At  the  words,    Eyes  to  the  Left^    caft    the-Ev"^^- 
eyes  in  like  manner   to  the   left. — ^On  the 
words.  Eyes  to  the   Front,    the    look,    and 
head,    are    to    be    diredlly    to  the  front  -, 
the  habitual  pofition  of  the  foldier. 

Thefe  motions  are  only  ufeful  on  the 
wheeling  of  divifions,  or  when  drefTing 
is  ordered  after  a  halt;  and  particular 
attention  mufl:  be  paid  in  the  feveral 
turnings  of  the  eyes,  to  prevent  the 
foldier  from  moving  his  body,  which 
/hould  be  prefcrved  peifcdly  fquare  to 
the  front. 
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Tjoe    Facings. 


IN  going  through  the  facings,  the  left 
heel  never  quits  the  ground}  the  body 
muft  rather  incline  forward,  and  the 
knees  be  kept  ftraight. 

Place  the  hollow  of  the 
right  foot  fmartly  againft  the 
left  heel,  keeping  the  (boulders 
fquare  to  the  front.       > 

ad.  Raife  the  toes,  and  turn  to 
the  right  on  both   heels. 

I  ft.  Place  the  right  heel  againft 
the  hollow  of  the  left  foot,  keep- 
ing the  fhoulders  fquare  to  the 
front. 

2d.  Raife  the  toes,  and  turn  to 
the  left  on  both  heels. 
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I  ft.     Place  the  ball    of  the    right' 
I  toe    againft    the    left   heel,    keeping 
the  fhoulders   fquare  to  the  front. 

2d.     Raife    the  toes,    and  turn  to 
the  right  about  on  both  heels. 

3d.     Bring  the  right  foot   fmartly 
back  in  a  line  with  the  left. 

I  ft.     Place   the    right  heel   againft" 
the   ball    of  the    left    foot,    keeping 
the  fhoulders  fquare  to  the  front. 

2d.     Raife    the  toes,  and   turn  to 
the  left- about  on  both  heels.

The  greateft  precifion  muft  be'ob- 
ferved  in  thefe  facings,  for  if  they  are 
not  exadtly  executed,  a  body  of  men, 
after  being  properly  drefled,  will  lofe 
their  drefting,  on  every  fmail  movement 
of  facing. 
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Fojition  in  Marching. 


N    marching,    the  foldier   muft   main-* 

tain,  as   much    as    pbfllble,    the    pofi- 

tion  of    the    body  as   diudt  d  in  Sed:  I. 

He  muft  be  well  balanced  on  his  limbs, 

tilis    arms    and    hands,     without    ftiffnefs, 

muft    be   kept    fteady  by   his  fides,    and 

not   fuffered  to  vibrate.     He  muft  not  be 

allowed  to  ftoop  forward,  ftill  lefs  to  lean 

back.     His  body    muft  be    k  pt    fquare 

to    the    front,    and    thrown    rather    more 

forward    in  marching   than   when    halted,, 

that  it  rnay  accompany  the  movement  of 

the  leg  and  thigh,  which  movement  muft 

fpring  from  the  Haunch.  ,  The  ham  muft 

be  ftretched,   but    without    ftiffening  the 

knee.     The  toe  a  little  pointed,  and  kept 

near    the  ground,   fo   that    the    ftioe-foles 

may   not  be  vifible  to  a  perfon   in   front. 

The  head  to  be  kept  well  up,   ftraightto 

the  front,  and  the  eyes  not  fuffered  to  be 

caft  down.  The  foot,  witb'^-'t  being  drawn 

back,  muft  be  placed  flat  un  the  ground. 
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Ordinary  Step. 

THE  length  of  each  pace,  from  hed 
to  heel,  is  30  inches,  and  the  recruit 
piuft  be  taught  to  take  75  of  thefe  fteps 
in  a  minute,,  without  tottering,  and  with 
perfect  fteadinefs. 

The  ordinary  Hep  being  the  pace  on  all 
cccafions  whatever,  unlefs  greater  celerity- 
be  particularly  ordered,  the  recruit  mufl 
be  carefully  trained,  and  thoroughly  in- 
ftructed  in  this  molt  eflential  part  of  his 
duty,  and  perfectly  made  to  underfland, 
that  he  is  to  maintain  it  for  a  long  period  of 
time  together,  both  in  line  and  in  column, 
and  in  rough  as  well  as  fmooth  ground, 
which  he  maybe  required  to  march  over. 
This  is  the  flowefl:  flep  which  a  recruit  is 
taught,  and  is  aUb  applied  in  all  move- 
ments of  parade.  ...,.,, 
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The  Halt.  ■ 

ON  the  word  Halt,  let  the  rear  foot  be 
brought  upon  a  line  with  the  advan- 
ced one  ,  fo  as  to  finifh  the  ftep  which  was 
taken  when  the  command  was  given. 
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Oblique  Jlep. 

WHEN  the  recruit  has  acquired  the 
regular  length  and  cadence  of  the 
ordinary  pace,  he  is  to  be  taught  the  oblique 
ftep.  At  the  words,  To  the  Uft,  Oblique — 
Marchy  without  altering  his  perfonal  Iqua- 
renefs  of  pofition,  he  will,  when  he  is  to 
ftep  with  his  left  foot,  point,  and  carry  it 
forward  19    inches,   in    the  diagonal  line, 
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fo  the  left,  which  gives  about  13  r^^hes  th 
the  fide,  and  about  13  inches  to  the  front* 
On  the  word  TzvOy  he  will  bring  his  right 
foot  30  ii)ches  forward,  fo  that  the  right 
heel  be  placed  13  inches  directly  before 
the  left  onfe.  In  this  pofition  he  will  paufe, 
and  on  the  word  Tw9,  continue  to  march, 
as  before  directed,  by  advancing  his  left 
foot  30  inches,  paufing  at  each  ftep  till 
confirmed  in  his  pofition  ;  it  being  eflen- 
tially  neceflfary  to  take  the  greateft  care 
that  his  (houlders  b^  preferved  fquare  to 
the  front.  From  the  conribination  of  theie 
two  movements,  the  gfcneral  obliquity  gai- 
ned will  amount  to  an  angle  of  about  25 
degrees.  When  the  recrilit  is  habituated  to 
the  lengths  and  dire6lions  of  the  ftep,  he 
muft  be  made  to  continue  the  march, 
without  paufing,  with  firmnefs,  and  in  the 
cadence  of  the  ordinary  pace,  viz.  75  fteps 
in  the  minute. 

As  all  marching  f  the  fide-ftep  excepted  J 
invariably  begins  with  the  left  foot,  whether 
the  obliquing  commences  from  the  halt,  or 
on  the  march,  the  firft  diagonal  ftep  is 
taken  by  the  leading  foot  of  the  fide  inclined 
to,  when  it  comes  to  its  turn,  after  the 
command  is  pronounced. 

The  fquarenefs  of  the  perfon,  and  the 
habitual  cadenced  ftep,  in  confequence,  are 
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the  great  dircftions  of  the  oblique,  as  -well 
AS  of  the  dirtft  march. 

Each  recruit  Ihould  be  feparately    and 
carefully  inftrufled   in    the    principles  of 
the  foregoing  eight  feftions    of  the  drill. 
They  form  the  bafis   of  all  military   mo- 
vements. 


Three  or  four  recruits  will  now  be  for- 
med in  one  rank,  at  very  open  files,  ^nd    'M 
inftiudted  as  follows.

DRESSING  is  to   be    taught  equally  ^^^^^ 
by  the  left  as  by  the  righ^  On  the 
word  Drf/j,  each  individual   will  caft   his 
eyes  to  the  point  to  which   he  is  ordered 
todrefs^  with  the  fnfialleft  tu'n  poflible  of 
the  head,  but  preferving  the  fhoulders  and 
body  fquare  to  their  front.

not  fquare  :  the  head  turned  too  much.

No  rank,  or  body,  ought  ever  to  be 
drefTed,  without  the  perlbn  on  its  flank

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Sown  the  out  fide  of  the  thigh  ;  a  fmali

This  is  the  pace  to  be  ufed  in  .all  filing% 
of  divifions  from  Ijne  into  column,  or 
from  column  into  line ;  and  by  battalion 
columns  of  manoeuvre,  when  indepen- 
dently changing  pofition. — It  may  occa- 
fionally  be  ufed  in  the  column  of  march

— Tho 
word  March  marks  the  beginning  of  mo- 
vements from  the  halt\  but  is  not  given 
Vhcn.the  body  is  in  pxcvious  niotion.       ';

THE  qutchji  Sime,  or  wheeling  marchy 
is  1 20  fteps  of  30  inches  each,  or 
300  feet  in  the  minute. — The  diredtions 
already  given  for  the  march  in  quick  time 
relate  equally  to  the  march  in  quickeft 
time. 

This  is  applied  chiefly  to  the  purpofe 
of  wheeling,  and  is  the  rate  at  which 
all  bodies  accomplifh  their  wheels,  the 
outward  file  ftepping  33  inches,  whether 
the  wheel  is  from  line  into  column,  dur- 
ing thie  march  in  column,  or  from  co- 
lumn into  line. — -In  this  time  alfo  fhould 
divisions  double,  and  move  up,  when 
paffing  obftacles  in  line,  or  when  in  the 
column  of  march,  the  front  of  divifion^ 
is  cncreafed,  or  diminifhed. 

Three  or  four  recruits  in  one  rank, 
with  intervals  of  12  inches  between  them, 
ihpuld  be  pradifed  in  the  different  fteps.

Many  difFerent  times  of  march  muft  not 
be  required  of   the  foldier. — Thefe  three 

muft   fuffice,    ORDINARY    TIME    (  J 5  fteps 

in  the  minute ),  qjjick  time  (  io8  in 
the  minute),  wheelimg,  or  qjjickest 
TIME  (120  in  the  minute). 
'-  pLUMMi-Ts,  which  vibrate  the  required 
times  of  march  in  a  minute,  are  of  great 
utility,  and  can  alone  prevent  or  correct 
uncertainty  of  movement;  they  muft  be 
in  the  pofleflion  of,  and  conftantly  re- 
ferred to,  by  each  inftru<5tor  of  a  fquadi 
—the  feveral  lengths  of  plummets  Twinging 
the  times  of  the  difFerent  marches  in  a

A  mufket  ball  fufpended  by  a  ftring 
which  is  not  fubjed  to  ft  retch,  and  on 
which  are  marked  the  difFerent  required  '  ^ 
lengths,  will  anfwer  the  above  purpofe, 
is  eafily  acquired,  and  fhould  be  fre- 
quently compared  with  an  accurat?e  ftan- 
dard  in  the  adjutant's,  or  ferj cant- major's 
pofFefllon. 
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Accurate  diftances  of  fteps  muft  alfJi 
be  marked  oat  on  the  gruund,  along 
which  the  foldier  Ihould  be  praftifed  to 
march,  and  thereby  acquire  the  juft  length 
of  each.

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The  juft  performance  of  this  mode  of 
wheeling  depends  fo  much  on  the  direc- 
ting pivot,  that  a  well-drilled  foldier

Pofition  of  the  Soldier. 

WHEN  the  firelock  is  given,  and 
is  (houldcred,  the  perfon  of  the 
Rnuier  remains  in  the  pofition  defcribtd 
(Sedion  I.)  except,  that  the  wrift  of 
the  left  hand  is  turned   out,  the  better 
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to  embrace  the  butt,  the  thumb  alone  is 
to  appear  in  front,  the  four  fingers  to  be 
under  the  butt,  the  left  elbow  is  a  little 
bent  inwards,  without  being  feparated 
from  the  body,  or  being  more  backward 
or  forward  than  the  right  one. — The  fire- 
lock is  placed  in  the  hand,  not  on  the 
middle  of  the  fingers,  and  carried  in  fuch 
manner,  that  it  Ihall  not  raife,  advance, 
or  keep  back,  one  Ihoulder  more  than  the 
other  J  the  butt  muft  therefore  be  forward, 
and  as  low  as  can  be  permitted  without 
conftraint ;  the  fore  part  nearly  even  with 
that  of  the  thigh,  and  the  hind  part  of  ic 
preffed  by  the  wrift  againft  the  thigh  :  the 
piece  muft  be  kept  fteady  and  firm  be- 
fore the  hollow  of  the  fhoulder;  fhoukl 
the  firelock  be  drawn  back  or  attempted 
to  be  carried  high,  in  that  cafe,  one 
fhoulder  will  be  advanced,  the  other  kept 
back,  and  the  upper  part  of  the  body 
diftorted,  and  not  placed  fquare  with  ref- 
peft  to  the  limbs.

juft  attitude,  and  pofition,  before  the 
fquad  is  ordered  to  move. — The  march 
will  be  made  by  the  right  or  left  flank, 
and  a  proper  trained  man  will  therefore 
condudb  it. — The  word.  Squad,  or  Divi- Cautior^^ 
Jion,  may  be  given  as  a  caution;  and  at 
the  word,  March,  each  man  fleps  forward  ^'^^'^^^i 
a  full  pace.

In  fliort,  it  is  impofllble  to  labour  too 
much,  at  making  the  foldicr  march  ftraight 
forward,  keeping  always  the  fame  front 
as  when  he  fet  off.— This  is  effected  by 
moving  folcly  from  the  haunches,  keep- 
ing th?  body  fleady,  the  Ihoulders  fquare, 
and  the  head  to  the  front ;  and  will  with- 
out difficulty  be  attained,  .  by  a  ftri(fl 
attention,  to  the  rules  given  for  marching, 
and  a  careful  obfervance  of  an  equal  length 
of  ftep,  and  equal  cddtnce,  or  time  of 
march. 

Changing  from    ordinary    to    quick   timiy 

and   from    quick  to    ordinary    time,     muft 

ilways  be  preceded   by  a  previous,     but 
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i..icantaneous  halt  :  although  this  nla^ 
not  appear  eflential  for  the  movements 
of  a  fquad,  divifion,  or  battalion,  it  is 
abfolutely  fo  ^  for  thofe  of  a  larger  body, 
and  is  therefore  require  in  fmall  ones. 

Turning  on  the  march,  in  order  to 
continue,  it,  though  inaccurate  and  im- 
proper, for  a  large  body,  is  necefiary 
and  muft  often  be  allowed,  in  the  move- 
ments of  fmall  divifions  in  file,  or  front, 
when  connected  with  others  in  line,  or

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As  helps  fo  fixingr  the  true  time,  or 
cadence  of  the  march,  the  plummet  muft 
be  frequently  reforted  to;  the  words, 
lefty  right y  may  when  necefiary  be  re- 
peated flowly  for  ordinary  time,  and 
quicker  for  quick  time. — Strong  taps  of 
the  drum,  if  in  juft  time,  and  regulated 
by  the  plummet,  may  be  allowed  to  be 
given  immediately  before  the  word,  March, 
thereby  to  imprint  the  required  meafure  on 
the  mind  of  the  recruit ;  but  they  are  on 
no  account,  or  in  any  fituation,  to  be  given 
during  the  march.

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made    clofe,   quick,  and  at  an    incfeafed

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THE  platoon  muft  be  accuftomed  to 
wheel  upon  its  center,  half  back- 
ward, half  forward,  and.  to  be  pliable 
into  every  (hape,  which  circumftances  can 
require  of  it ;  but  always  in  ©rder,  and 
by  a  decided  command.

The  neceflfary  paufes,  and  formations, 
betwixt  thefe  movements,  in  order  to 
connedt  them,  muft  of  courfe  be  made.— ^ 
They  may  be  pradlifed  in  whatever  fuc- 
ceflion  fhall  at  the  fame  time  be  found 
proper. — The  greateft  precifion  muft  be 
required,  and  obferved,  in  their  execu- 
tion, according  to  the  rules  already  laid 
down. 


'  Every  officer  muft  be  inftru&ed  in  each 
Individual  circumftance  required  of  a  re^ 
cruit,  or  4  foldier  j  alfo  in  the  exercife 
of  the  fword ;  and  accuftomed  to  give 
^ords  of  con)mand,     with   tliat    energy 

and 
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find  precifion,  which  is  fo  efrentia\--!' 
tvcry  officer,  on  firft  joining  a  regiment, 
is  to  be  tXAmined  by  the  commanding 
officer ;  and,  if  he  is  found  impel  f^tft  in 
the  knowledge  of  the  movements  required 
from  a  foldier,  he  mufl  be  ordered  to  be 
cxercifed  that  he  may  learn  their  ju(l 
execution.  Till  he  is  mafler  of  thofe 
jpoints,  and  culpable  of  infirudiing  the  men 
ui.dcr  his  command,  he  is  not  to  be  per- 
mitted to  take  the  command  of  a  platoon  in 
the  battalion. 

Squads  of  officers  mud  be  formed, 
and  exerciftd  by  a  field  officer ;  they 
nnift  be  marched  in  all  diitdtlons,  to 
the  front,  oblique,  and  to  the  flark  j 
thfy  muft  be  marched  in  line,  at  platoon 
diftance,  and  preferve  their  dreffing  and 
line  from  an  advanced  center :  they 
mufl  be  placed  in  file  at  platoon  diftance, 
and  march  as  in  open  column ;  they  muft 
change  direction,  as  in  file  and  cover 
anew  in  column.  In  thefe,  and  other 
fimilar  movements,  the  pace  and  the  dif- 
t  inces  are  the  great  objt(Sts  to  be  maintained. 
—From  the  nuirber  of  files  in  divifion, 
they  muft"  learn  accurately  to  judge 
the  ground  neceffuy  for  each,  and  to 
extend  that  knowledge  to  the  front  of 
greater   budic:).     They  mud  acquire   the 

habit 
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habit  of  readily  afcertaining,  by  the  eye, 
perpendicular  of  march,  and  the  fquare- 
iiefs  of  the  wheel. 

An  officer  muil  not  only  know  the 
-pod,  'which  he  fhould  occupy,,  in  all 
changes  of  fituation,  the  commands 
which  he  fiiould  give,  and  the  general 
intention  of  the  required  movement;  but 
he  fliould  be  mailer  of  the  principles, 
on  which  each  is  made ;  and  of  the 
faults  that  may  be  ccmmitted,  in  order 
to  avoid  them  himfclf,  and  to  inflruct 
others. — I'hefe  principles  arc  in  thcm- 
felves  fo  fimple,  that  moderate  '"eilec- 
tion,  habit,  and  attention,  will  foon 
fliovv  ihem  to  the  eye,  and  fix  them  it) 
the  mind  J  and  individuals,  from  time 
to  time,  when  qualified,  mud  be  or- 
dered to  cxercife  the  battalion,  or  its 
parts. 

The  complete  inftruclion  of  an  officer 
enlarges  with  his  fituation,  and  at  lad 
takes  in  the  whole  circle  of  miilitary  fci- 
ence  :  — From  the  vai  iety  of  knowledge 
required  of  him,  his  exertion  mud  be 
unremitting,  every  one  driving  to  make 
himfelf  mader  of  his  own  part. 

Befides  the  indrudtion  peculiar  to  the 
under  officers,  they  fliould  be  cxercifed 
in  the  fame  manner    as  the    officers  are, 

as 


as  they  are  frequently  called  on,  to  r^-* 
place  them  : — The  necefllty  alfo  of  order, 
Iteadinefs,  filence,  and  of  executing  every 
thing  deliberately,  and  without  hurry, 
Ihouid  be  flrongly  inculcated  in  the  in-' 
fantry  foldier.

THE  company  is  always  to   be  fized 
from  flanks  to  center. 

The  Company  is  formed  three  deep. 

The  files  lightly  touch  when  firelocks 
are  Ihouldered  and  carried,  but  without 
crowding ;  and  each  man  will  occupy  a 
(pace  of  about  twenty-two  inches. 

Clofe  order  is  the  chief  and  primary 
order,  in  which  the  battalion  and  its 
parts  at  all  times  aflemble  and  form. — 
Open  order  is  only  regarded  as  an  ex- 
ception from  it,  and  occafionally  ufed  in 
ficmtions  of  parade  and  (hew. — In  clofe 
order  i  the  officers  are  in  the  ranks,  and 
'  the 
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the  rear  ranks  are  clofed  up  withm  one 
pace.  In  open  order ;  the  officers  are 
advanced  three  paces,  and  the  ranks  are 
two   paces  d'.ftant  from  each  other. 

Each  company  is  a  platoon. — Each 
company  Torms  two  fub-divifions,  and 
alfo  four  fedions.  But  as  fedions  fhould 
never  be  lefs  than  five  files,  it  will 
happen,  \vhen  the  companies  are  weak, 
that  they  can  only  ,(  for  the  purpofes  of 
march  )  form  three  fedtions. 

When  the  company  is  fing!y  formed ; 
the  captain  is  on  the  right,  the  enfign  on 
the  left,  of  the  front  rank,  each  covered 
by  a  ferjeant  in  the  rear  rank.  The  lieu- 
tenant is  in  the  rear,  as  alfo  the  drummer 
and  pioneer  in  a  fourth  rank,  at  three 
paces  diflance. 

The  left  of  the  front  rank  of  each 
fub  divifion  is  marked  by  a  corporal, 
The  right  of  the  left  fub-divifion  may  be 
marked  by  the  other  corpoial. 

When  neceffary,  the  places  of  abfent 
officers  may  be  fupplitrd  by  ferjeants, 
thofe  of  ferjeants  by  corporals,  and  thofe 
of  corporals  by  intelligent  men. 

When  the  company  is  to  join  others,  and 
the  battalion,  or  part  of  it,  to  be  formed  j 
the  enfign  and  his  covering  ferjeant  quit  the 
flank,  and  fall  into  the  fourth  rank,  until, 
ptherwife  placed.

'  All  Facings  muft  be  accurately  made  Pi^*^* 
on  the  left  heel.  Pivot  men  muft  cover  "^^"^ 
carefully  and  exadlly.  In  wheeling  back- 
ward, the  ftanding  man  faces  the  oppofite 
way  to  what  he  does  if  wheeling  forward. 
— Pivot  men,  whether  in  wheeling  into 
cr^lumn,  or  in  wheeling  into  battalion, 
when  once  pofted,  are  to  remain  im- 
moveable, and  do  not  fhift  in  confequence 
of  platoon-dieflTing,  nor  on  any  account, 
but  by  order  of  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  battalion,  when  he  finds  it  necelTary 
to  require  a  more  corre6t  drefllng  from 
the  whole.  "' 

The    great    observance    of    the     fol-  Portion. 
dier    in    the    raxsks    and   under   arms,     is   •

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Separately. — The  commanding  officer  give* 
the  'word,  and  not  the  platoon  officers; 
and  no  fuch  change  is  at  any  time  made, 
but  in  confequence  of  his  c  mmand ;  th^ 
men  therefore  in  all  cafe,  2vheely  halt, 
march,  drefSy  &c.  with  their  arms  carried^ 
fupported^  ^c.  according  as  the  laft  given 
command  directed  them.  The  fame  is 
to  be  obferved  whenever  the  battalion, 
moving  in  line,  or  column,  changes  its 
time  of  march. 

In  column,  when  the  right  of  the 
battalion  is  in  front,  the  left  is  the 
pivot  flank ;  and  when  the  left  of  the 
battalion  is  in  front,  the  right  is  the  pivot 
flank.

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When  platoons  in  column  are  each  to 
counternnarch  on  its  own  ground,  the 
officer,  when  his  platoon  faces,  goes  to 
that  flank,  which  is  to  become  the  pivot 
flank,  conducts  his  platoon  in  file,  and 
clofes  its  leader  to  the  ferjeant,  who  has 
remained  to  mark  the  pivot,  halts,  fronts, 
and  d refines  it  fquare  :  he  then  places 
himfelf  where  the  feijeant  flood. 

When  the  battalion  marches  in  line, 
officers  then  become  individuals,  equally 
attentive  as  the  foldier;  not*  can  officers 
then  be  attentive  to  any  thing  but  the 
correftnefs  of  their  own  perfonal  march, 
every  operation  then  depends  on  the  word 
from  the  commanding  officer,  who  moves, 
HALT:-,  and  DRESSES  the  battalions — When- 
ever the  battalion  is  in  line,  officers  give 
no  commands,  except  in  the  firings. 

When  the  platoons  of  a  column  Jile 
feparately  to  a  flank,  the  officer  con- 
duces the  head,  and  when  he  arrives 
within  thirty  paces  of  the  new  pofition, 
in  which  he  is  to  form,  he  detaches  his 
ferjeant  to  mark  the  point  at  which  he 
is  to  place  his  pivot  front  rank  man, 
either  in  filing  to  front  or  rear  :  the 
officer  (lops  at  that  ferjeant,  and  halts,

officers,  belonging  to  it, — -The  fecond 
platoon  officer  muft  alfo  be  (hewn,  and 
know  the  points  on  which  the  firft  leads ; 
he  is  always  to  keep  ttiat  firfl  officer  and 
thofe  points  in  a  line,  and  thofe  two 
officers,  together  with  the  placed  moun- 
ted officers,  thus  become  a  dire6lion  for 
the  other  pivot  officer^  to  cover. — In 
marching  in  open  column,  the  covering 
ierjeants  are  placed  behind  the  fecond  file 
from  the  pivot  officers,  that  the  officers 
may  the  more  corrcdtly  fee  and  cover  each 
other  in  column. 

In  the  column  of  march,  after  the 
word  Halt  is  given,  no  one  is  to  move, 
and  pivots  panicularly  muft  remain 
where  they  are  then  placed.

Their  great  attention  during  movements 
is,  that  files  are  corred,  ranks  keep 
up,  and  that  perfed  order  is  preferved 
among  the  foldiers,  circumftances  in 
which  they  greatly  allift  the  platoon  of- 
ficer, w^ho  having  the  important  objects 
of  diftance  and  covering  of  pivots  to 
obferve,  cannot  in  fuch  fituation  be  giv- 
ing minute  directions  to  his  platoon, 
without  lofing  fight  of  his  more  ma- 
terial duties. — During  the  firings,  the 
fupernumerary  rank,  aflTifted  by  the 
platoon  ferjeants,  are  to  keep  the  rear 
ranks  well  clofed  up  to  the  front,  and 
to  prevent  any  break  beginning  in  the 
rear. 

The  Staff  ( adjutant  excepted )  in 
line  are  three  paces  behind  the  mufic. — - 
In  parade  at  open  ranks,  they  are  on  the 
right  of  the  grenadier  front  rank. 

It  is  the  particular  bufinefs  of  the 
Adjutant  at  all  times  to  afcertain  the 
diredion  on  which  the  column  is  to 
move,  or  on  which  the  formation  of 
the  lines  is  to  be  made.  For  this  pur- 
pofe  he  ought  to  be  mounted,  otherwife 
he  cannot  properly  difcharge  this  im- 
portant duty  J  and  he  can  be  much  af- 
fiftcd  in  it,  by  having  two  or  three 
/\  camp 
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amp  colour  men,    or  non-commiflioned 
officers  properly  traiqed  to  line  themfelves         ' 
quickly  with  any  two  given    points. — H^ 
is  to  take  care,     that  the   points    where 
the    battalion  in  column    enters  an  aligne- 
ment   is    afcertained    to    it.     When   it  is 
moving    in    that    alignement,      that   two 
points  a  head  of  the  column  are  always 
prepared. — When  it   wheels  up  into  line, 
that   a  point   beyond   each    flank   in  that 
line  is    afcertained. — When  the  line  is  to 
be  prolonged,    and  has  wheeled  backward 
by  divifions,   that  two  points  in  the  exaft

Commanding  Officer  of  each  Battalion  j^^^^^"'^^  '"^ 
conforms  to  the  movements  of  the  re- 
gulating one,  and  from  it  takes  and  ra- 
pidly repeats  his  words  of  Hally  IVheely 
March^  dec;  and  the  leail  delay  in  re-- 
.  I  "  ,  peating 
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pcating  the  words  Halt^  or  March,  muit 
undbubtedly  dilorder  the  line  in  propor- 
tion to  that  delay,  for  the  whole  of  a 
line  Ihould  marchy  or  halt,  at  the  fanac 
inftant. 

In  line,  the  coimmanding  ofRcer  is  in 
rear  of  the  colours,  from  thence,  by 
marked  cautions,  he  makes  his  battalion 
Jiep  out,  or  ftepJJjort,  or  incline,  as  is  ne- 
celTary  to  prefeive  its  place  in  the  ge- 
neral line;  his  great  attention  is  to  fee 
and  prevent  the  beginning  of  faults,  and 
not  wait  till  they  have  had  their  effed; 
by  watching  and  regulating  his  advanced 
ferrjeants,  he  bed  regulates  his  batta- 
lion ;  the  fquarenefs  of  the  march,  the 
compaftnefs  of  the  files,  and  the  equa- 
lity of  ftep,  are  the  great  objedh  he  is  to 
have  in  view. — The  other  mounted  of- 
ficers are  behind  the  wings,  and  can  afTift 
much  in  preventing  faults,  and  in  cor- 
redling  them.

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.  '  When  a  battalion  retires,  and  halts,  it 
ought  never  to  remain  in  that  fituation,

intervals.  1  he  greafrft  fuult  that  a  battalion  in 
line  can  ciiiike  is  incrtafing  its  interval  : 
bad  drefling  may  be  emedied  without 
danger,  but  a  f a  fe  diftance  prefcnts  a 
weak  part  to  an  enemy,  and  is  not  to  be 
doled,  without  a  h?z  rdous  movement,  and 
great  operation  of  the  line. 

Commanding  officers  cannot  take  to* 
muc'i  precaution  to  aicertain  tue  points 
in  the  hnc  in  w  ich  they  arc  to  form, 
before  the  arrival  of  their  battalions  it 
it. 

When  a  batralion  is  exercifing  fingly^ 
a  commanding  rfficer  fhould  have  tvv© 
can:p  colour  beaters  bthind  each  flank, 
propt-rly  tiaintd,  and  rtady  to  run  out 
to  fhat  fl>nk.  to  p^ive  points  of  marching, 
foimug  or  drtfli  g  upon  the  true  line.

A  battalion  chje  column  forms  in    line  ciofe  co*

Although  on  mofl  occafions  of  move- in  all  fi 
ment    and    formation,    and    at    all   time<  ations  ex* 
in  in(lru6lion,    determined  points    marked  If   J^ar?h 
by  detached    and    mounted    officers,   are  cannot  b& 
given:  yet  fuch  helps  cannot  be  expedled S'^*^"' 
or   depended    on,  when    the    line    is  ad- 
vancing on  an  enemy, — when  a  corps  is  ^ 
harafTed    in  its  retreat,    and    when   it    is 
unfafe  to   fend  out  officers,  &c. — In  fuch 
fituations  every  thing  will  depend  on  the             ^ 
eye  and  judgement  of  conducing  officers, 
who  muft  preferve  fuch  dJre^ion  of  move-          •   * 
ment,   and  feize  fuch  accidental  points  as 
prefent  themfelves,  and  lead  to  the  objedb

The  commanding  officer  muft  recol- 
le(?l,  that  in  the  winding  movements  of 
the  open  column  of  march, — the  w^heeling 
diftances  muft  be  juft;  that  the  pivots 
are  to  follow  on  the  exad  tra£t,  -which 
the  leading  one  has  traced  cuti  that  the 
whole,  when  ordered,  halt  on  the  precife 
ground  they  then  occupy  ;  and  that  when 
they  wheel  up  and  form,  the  line  will 
then  be  a  continued,  but  probably  an 
irregular  curved  one. — But  if  a  ftraight 
line  is  to  be  entered  and  formed  upon,

or  non-commiffioned  officer,  fhould  be
